Tho prosperity of trade depends on

Wo point, in tho first 
place, to tho quantities of wheat, corn, 
cotton, beof, oh»oso Lame and bacon 
exported; ia the sooond plaoo to the 
prices'obtained for thoio artielta, not 
in tho'port of New York, but at the 
places whore they wore produced, for 
the farmer has had the advantage for 
OTor a your of internal freights, low 
beyond precedent; the third place to 
tho lower rate of wages at which farm- 
ers and planters have this year procured 
tlioir labor; and in tho fourth plaoo lo 
tho fact which naturally follows from 
tho three already mentioned, that tho 
import [of too, toffee and sugar have 
boon larger in tho fiscal year, ended 
with Juno last, than in nny previous 
year in the history of the country. 
In 


her dealings with tho United States 
Grout Britain boa proved a good cus 
tomer. 
While our imports from the 


Uritinh Isles Imvo been enormously 
curtailed, our exports to those regions 
have greatly increased since tho close 
of tho year 1872, 
In cither of tho 


three calendar years 1873, 1874 nnd 
187f>, wo have found a market formoro 
grain in Great Britain than wo over 
did boforo. 
Much of that grain has 


gone to reduce indebtedness, but, nev- 
ertheless, tho farmers who produced it 
have boon paid for it, and well paid for 
it, too.—TVcto York Tribune.

CEREMONIES 


AT BALTIMORE. 


Foul Murder in 


TWO NEGROES HUNG" IN 


MISSISSIPPI. 


•Beware of Sinter s-in-Law!' 


WASHINGTON, November 20,—The 


rotunda of tho Capitol was thronged 
all day, yesterday, with people anxious 
to see the body of tho Into Vice Presi- 
dent, which lay in a glass casket decor* 
atod with flowers. 
On the plate is tho 


(implo inscription, "Ilonry Wilson, 
born February l(i, 1812. 
Died No- 


vember 22, 1875." 


Tho funeral of Vtoo President Wil- 


son took plaoo in the Senate chamber 
ai half past ton, this morning 
Al- 


though tho weather was very unlavoia- 
blo, tlio crowd was groat, and many 
were unable to gain admission to the 
building after 10 o'clock. The Senate 
chamber was heavily draped in mourn*- 
ing, nnd immediately in front of tho 
Vieo President's =tablo tho catafalque 
was placed, the desks having boen all 
removed from 
tho chamber. Seats 


wore arranged on ths floor for the Pres- 
ident and Cabinet, Supreme 
Court, 


members of tho Senate und House oi 
Representatives, and other prominent 
person*. 


At 10,22 tho body was taken from 


tho rotunda to the Senate chamber, 
The caeket was carried by twolvo sol- 
diers, and as BOOB as it was placed on 
the catafalque prepared for its recep- 
tion, two privates of the Marino Corps, 
in full uniform, took position at the 
head and foot and stood "at rest" 
thioughout the entire service. Nu- 
merous crosses and crowns of white 
(lowers, sent to the Capitol, this morn 
ing, by friends of the deceased, were 
placed on the coffin. 


As tho b,ody was brought in the 


chamber all persons upon the floor nrosc 
and llov, Dr. Sundorland read the pas- 
sage, "Lord make us to know tby 
ways," etc., and other selections fioru 
the Scriptures. Soon after the casket 
was placed in the catafalqoo, the Presi- 
dent, accompanied by Secretaries Fish, 
Bristow, Belknop, Roboson, and Chan1- 
dlcr, entered. Tho committee of ar- 
rangements nnd Massachusetts com- 
mittee, occupied Boats immediately in 
tho roar of tho Supremo Court, wd 
behind them were nearly all the mem- 
bers i of the diplomatic corps, bended 
by Sir Edward Thornton, who ie dean, 
or oldest oentinuoue member of tho 
corps, and behind them wore citizens 
of Maesrichuflotts, temporarily residing 
in Washington. On the other side of 
tho chamber the relatives of the de- 
ceased wore seated, in the rear of the 
President, and next to them members 
of the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives. 
Among others on the floor,
